Outdoor enthusiasts aren’t the only 
ones enjoying the city’s milder win¬ 
ter. 

Criminals are, too. 

Police say a recent spike in prop¬ 
erty crimes may have links to 
2012’s temperatures. 

“Warmer weather could be a fac¬ 
tor. It definitely allows criminals 
more access to targets,” said Chad 
Oiydzulc, Edmonton Police Service 
spokesperson. 

So far in 2012, brealc-and-enters 
have risen by 28 per cent to 572, 
up from 446 last year. 

Thefts from vehicles have also 
accelerated by 17 per cent, to 738 
over 632 this time last year. 

And thefts over $5,000 spiked 


by 48 per cent to 37, compared to 
2011’s 25. 

Const. Dana Gehring patrols 
Montrose, where a spate of thefts 
spurred a fall awareness campaign. 

Though weather maybe one rea¬ 
son for the spike, Gehring also cred¬ 
its opportunity. 

“What we found was a lot of peo¬ 
ple were leaving cars unlocked and 
valuables in plain sight,” Gehring 
noted. 

Securing cars and homes and 
hiding valuables are steps all citi¬ 
zens can take, he urged. 

He also recommends calling 
police if people see someone lurk¬ 
ing on their property. 

“A lot of these individuals will 
test your door to see if you’re 
home,” he said, adding video sur¬ 
veillance, light-timers, and alarms 
are also good deterrents.

One year after moving in¬ 
to his first home, Chris 
Melanson is being forced 
out. 

The Leduc resident is 
one of 150 people being 
evacuated from a condo 
complex by March 31 due 
to what fire officials say 
are “critical life-safety 
concerns.” 

A detailed list of fire 
and building code viola¬ 
tions includes fire alarms, 


the sprinkler system, 
emergency access and 
more, Leduc fire chief 
Ernie Polsom said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Occupancy of the 80 
suites in Phase 1 was 
granted in February 2011, 
at which time standards 
were met, said Polsom. 

“All of the problems 
didn’t exist when 
they moved in,” he said. 
“Much of this is a morph¬ 
ing and emerging situa¬ 
tion.” 

Non-compliances were 
first discovered in Novem¬ 


ber, and the city stepped 
in with temporary safety 
measures, including a 24- 
hour fire watch. 

To date, $150,000 has 
been spent, a number Pol¬ 
som expects to rise to 
$300,000. 

The city is providing 
what help they can, but 
some residents aren’t sure 
where they will go. 

“I honestly don’t 
know,” said Melanson, 27. 
“I think we should 
have never been 
allowed to purchase the 
units.” 


What’s next? 


► Issues of who actually 
owns the building and 
who the developer is are 
being sorted out, said 
Leduc fire chief Ernie Pol¬ 
som. 

► Polsom said the city mon¬ 
ey spent for safety will be 
recovered through future 
property taxes. 

► Work on Phase 2 has been 
halted and the property is 
now considered an aban¬ 
doned construction site, 
said Polsom.

A friend of an Alberta cou¬ 
ple whose two-day-old ba¬ 
by was killed by the 
family’s pet husky says the 
dog was probably trying to 
comfort the crying boy 
when it delivered one fatal 
bite to the child’s delicate, 
tiny head. 

Dawn Donald says she 
has spoken with the baby’s 
devastated parents, Rob 
and Rhonda Fradette, and 
they seem to have done 
everything they were sup¬ 
posed to do when they 
brought their new baby 
home from the hospital 
last week. 

They had locked the dog 
in its kennel in the base¬ 
ment and put their sleep¬ 
ing baby in his crib, 
Donald said. But somehow 


the dog escaped and went 
to investigate when the ba¬ 
by woke up crying. 

It was not a vicious at¬ 
tack, she said, and the 
same bite wouldn’t have 
killed an older child. 

The parents believe the 
dog may have been trying 
to care for the child, she 
said. 

“When dogs grab their 
young, they grab them 
there to pull them in,” said 
Donald, who came to know 
the Fradettes through the 
dog-sledding community 
in southern Alberta. 

She said the nine-year- 
old female dog, a Siberian 
husky, had previously de¬ 
livered four litters of its 
own puppies.

The one-hour free class 
is through the EHS’ Train¬ 
ing Academy at 7 p.m. on 
Feb. 27, and will be open 
to as many people as show 
interest. 

“Dog bites happen 
much too frequently and 
the reason is many people 
don’t have the mentality 
that as much as it is a 
beloved family member, it 
is also an animal,” said 
Randolph. 

Among valuable lessons 
owners will take home 
from the session are how 
to approach a pet, and ani¬ 
mals’ warning signs of 
anxiety. 


Cats and dogs

“The most common 
cause of biting in animals 
is fear. A dog will usually 
let you know before he 
bites,” said Randolph. 

Kids will also be taught 
pets’ ears and tails are not 
toys, as attractive as they 
may seem. 

Randolph suggests ex¬ 


pectant parents bring 
home the sights, sound 
and smells of a baby even 
before the delivery date. 

“Any change should be 
done gradually. Maybe 


play the sounds of a baby 
crying, and some people 
have had success with 
having a doll and putting 
it in a stroller and going 
for walks,” she said.

Interest in an ETS program 
geared at getting employ¬ 
ees onto transit has made 
great strides since its in¬ 
ception in 2007, according 
to a program spokesper¬ 
son. 

The initiative offers dis¬ 
counted transit passes via a 
joint employer-ETS part¬ 
nership. 

“The big difference be¬ 
tween ETS @ Work and oth¬ 
er employer discount 
programs offered by other 
transit agencies is that ETS 
requires a minimum 
matching subsidy,” said 


Gordon Dylcstra, ETS su¬ 
pervisor of fare production 
distribution. 

The city’s transit branch 
offers a 12 per cent break, 
as do employers, so staffers 
ride buses and LRT for 24 
per cent off. 

Employers commit to 
the program for a year, 
pledging at least 10 work¬ 
ers for six months. 

“We’re giving a discount 
in exchange for commit¬ 
ting to use transit for a pe¬ 
riod of time,” said Dylcstra. 

Alberta Health Services 
is among the largest part¬ 
ners, with 2,500 employees 
enrolled. 

“I don’t know of any 
other transit operators do¬ 


ing this in the province,” 
said Susan Belec-Nobbs, 
who signed AHS on three 
years ago when it was still 
Capital Health. 

“We were trying to get 
people out of their cars,” 
she explained. 

AHS employees pick up 
passes from work, while 
the $64.33 comes off pay 
cheques. 

“Everyone likes saving 
money and our staff like 
the convenience,” said 
Belec-Nobbs. 

A group of AHS employ¬ 
ees — which started as 18

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Harper denies campaign 'dirty tricks’

O Opposition likens tactics to Nixon and Watergate 
O Liberals say phone calls may have cost them seats 



Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper insists the Conser¬ 
vative party had nothing to 
do with a dirty tricks cam¬ 
paign aimed at discourag¬ 
ing opposition supporters 
from voting in last spring’s 
election. 

But New Democrats and 
Liberals say that given his 
party’s history of illegal or 
questionable campaign tac¬ 
tics, they aren’t buying it. 

They say the latest reve¬ 
lations are more proof that 
the Conservatives have sys¬ 
tematically cheated and 
subverted the democratic 
process in order to win 
elections. 

They’re equating the 
matter to the notorious 
Watergate scandal that top¬ 
pled U.S. President Richard 
Nixon and they’re demand¬ 
ing a full criminal investi¬ 
gation. 

New Democrat MP Pat 
Martin predicted the mag¬ 
nitude of the scam “will be 
enough to make Richard 
Nixon blush.” 

The opposition charges 
came Thursday after a com¬ 
pany that did campaign 
work for Conservatives, in¬ 
cluding Harper, was linked 
to harassing or misleading 
automated phone calls re¬ 
ceived by voters in some 18 
hotly contested ridings just 
prior to the May 2 election. 

Edmonton-based Rack- 
Nine Inc. confirmed Thurs¬ 
day its automated dialling

service was used to deliver 
the phoney messages and 
that Elections Canada and 
the police are investigat¬ 
ing. 

“I was shocked and dis¬ 
tressed to learn that some 
party had used our services 
to try and disrupt voting 
during the 2011 federal 
election,” RackNine CEO 
Matt Meier said in an email 
to The Canadian Press. 

“We are committed to 
ensuring that those who 
misused our services will 
face the full penalty of law 
and will continue to work 
proactively with Elections 
Canada and all law enforce¬ 
ment agencies to help iden¬ 
tify the culprits.” 

The RCMP refused to 
confirm or deny it is part of 
an investigation, but said it 
may work with govern¬ 
ment departments or agen¬ 
cies if it is asked. 

For his part, Harper de¬ 


nied any knowledge of the 
scams. 

“I have absolutely no 
knowledge on anything 
about these calls but, obvi¬ 
ously, if there’s anyone 
who has done anything 
wrong, we expect that they 
will face the full conse¬ 
quences of the law,” he told 
reporters during a visit to 
Iqaluit. 

He added that “our party 
has no knowledge of these 
calls. They are not part of 
our campaign.” 

Conservative party cam¬ 
paign manager Jenni Byrne 
said her party “ran a clean 
and ethical campaign and 
would never tolerate such 
activity,” although she left 
open the possibility that a 
rogue local party worker 
may have been involved. 

However, opposition 
parties scoffed at the no¬ 
tion of a rogue Tory acting 
independently in ridings 
from Nova Scotia to Mani¬ 
toba. 

The NDP’s Martin said 
the Tories are “laying the 
foundation for throwing 
some kid under the bus” 
when it’s clear there’s been 
“a massive conspiracy to 
defraud the electoral sys¬ 
tem.” 

Opposition MPs noted 
that whoever organized 
the calls had to have access 
to lists that identified each 
voter’s party preference — 
something typically only 
available to local and na¬ 
tional party campaign 
headquarters. 

Moreover, they noted 
that this is not the first 


time the Conservative par¬ 
ty has been caught playing 
fast and loose with election 
law or rules of fair play. 

Last December, the par¬ 
ty was castigated by the

A month earlier, the 
Conservative party and its 
fundraising arm pleaded 
guilty to exceeding the par¬ 
ty’s spending limit during 
the 2006 election cam¬ 
paign, through an elabo¬ 
rate scheme in which the 
party funnelled money for 
national ads through 67 lo¬ 
cal candidates. Charges 
against four top party offi¬ 
cials were dropped as part 
of a plea bargain. 

Interim Liberal Leader 
Bob Rae said “the whole, 
messy, tangled web” needs 
to be investigated. And he 
laid the blame for all of 
them squarely on Harper. 

“A party whose entire 
approach to politics is neg¬ 
ative ... is responsible for a 
toxic and poisonous politi¬ 
cal culture. It’s in this cul¬ 
ture that dirty tricks 
thrive. Richard Nixon gave 
birth to Donald Segretti. 
Mr. Harper gives birth to 


these tricks as well. The 
fish rots from the head.” 

Segretti was a dirty 
tricks specialist in the infa¬ 
mous 1972 Nixon cam¬ 
paign. He spread rumours, 
harassed opponents and 
distributed phoney cam¬ 
paign literature aimed at 
discrediting Democrats. In 
1974, his illegal efforts 
won him a six-month jail 
sentence. 

Harper refused to con¬ 
cede any pattern to his par¬ 
ty’s behaviour, saying “all 
of these are different” con¬ 
troversies. 

Martin said the phoney 
robocall ploy was used in 
at least eight ridings held 
by the NDP, in addition to 
almost a dozen Liberal rid¬ 
ings. While the NDP held 
onto most of its seats, Mar¬ 
tin said the ploy may have 
cost it one seat in Edmon¬ 
ton and another in Nova

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Feds dole out $27M for adult education in North 


O PM to boost employment skills for 
high school dropouts in Arctic 
O Critics say more money needed 



Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper flew to a frigid 
Iqaluit to deliver $27 mil¬ 
lion for adult education in 
the North, an attempt to 
help high-school dropouts 
qualify for jobs. 

The money will be 
spread over five years, and 
shared by three colleges, 
one in each of the territo¬ 
ries. 

“By improving access to 
adult basic education, we 
are giving Northerners the 
tools they need to seek 
higher education and se¬ 
cure employment in sec¬ 
tors that contribute to 
Canada’s economic 

growth,” Harper said in a 
statement. 

Part of the funding was 
announced in last June’s 
budget, which put $9 mil¬ 
lion over two years to 
adult basic education. 
Thursday’s announcement 
extends the funding time 
frame and increases the 


annual allotment slightly. 

Harper has frequently 
stressed that education 
levels among aboriginal 
peoples need to improve if 
they are ever to find pros¬ 
perity. But he is under in¬ 
tense pressure from native 
leaders to ante up serious 
money. 

That pressure may have 
persuaded Harper to 
spend a day at a short 
news conference and a 
photo op on the ice at 
-26 C. 

“We try to obviously 
make our announcements 
in the areas where the an¬ 
nouncements are most rel¬ 
evant,” he said in 
explaining the northern 
jaunt. 

Following the indoor 
formalities, Harper rode in 
a convoy of seven snow¬ 
mobiles that drove out 
about 500 metres over the 
rough and bumpy sea ice 
of Frobisher Bay to a small 


camp set up by members 
of the Canadian Rangers. 

Back in the south, the 
Liberal aboriginal affairs 
critic called Harper’s an¬ 
nouncement paltry com¬ 
pared with the needs of 
the North. 

“The prime minister’s 
drive-by announcement 
today provided nowhere 


near the kind of resources 
for education, social hous¬ 
ing, mental health, drug 
treatment and food securi¬ 
ty desperately needed in 
the north in order to im¬ 
prove the health, educa¬ 
tion and well-being of 
northern Canadians,” MP 
Carolyn Bennett said in a 
release. 


“If Canada is to truly 
benefit from the opening 
of the Arctic, there must 
be focused federal invest¬ 
ment in northern commu¬ 
nities.” 

The federal government 
has been working with the 
Assembly of First Nations 
for more than a year to put 
together a complete over-

Toronto officer charged 
with second-degree murder 


Judges, ex-Tory MP among 
those decrying crime bill 


A Toronto police officer 
charged with manslaughter 
in the shooting of a Toronto 
man in 2010 has had his 
charge upgraded to second- 
degree murder. 

Const. David Cavanagh, 
who was with the emer¬ 
gency task force, was origi¬ 
nally charged with 
manslaughter in the death 
of Eric Osawe, 26. 

Osawe was fatally shot 
after police arrived with a 


search warrant and a heavi¬ 
ly armed tactical unit at a 
west-Toronto apartment on 
Sept. 29, 2010. 

This is believed to be one 
of the first times in Canadi¬ 
an history that a police offi¬ 
cer has been charged with 
murder while on duty. 

In 2000, Const. Randy 
Martin of York Regional Po¬ 
lice was acquitted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in the 
shooting death of Tony Ro- 


magnuolo in York Region, 
just north of Toronto. 

In the Osawe shooting, 
the Special Investigations 
Unit, which investigates po¬ 
lice incidents involving 
death, serious injury or alle¬ 
gations of sexual assault, 
said there was “an interac¬ 
tion” between the two 

Julian Falconer, lawyer 
for the family, told re¬ 
porters outside court that 
Osawe was shot in the back 
and he believes the evi¬ 
dence supports a charge of 
second-degree murder.

O Blast rattles border town of 
Peshawar O Car bomb loaded with 
nearly 45 kilograms of explosives 


Dilawar Khan’s son had 
stopped off at his tea shop 
on his way back from 
school when a powerful 
car bomb exploded outside 
it. The 12-year-old was 
among the dozen killed in 
Thursday’s blast in Pe¬ 
shawar, Pakistan, at a bus 
terminal for passengers 
wanting to travel to the 
lawless border regions 
with Afghanistan. 

The explosion tore 
through a dozen vehicles 
waiting to transport pas¬ 
sengers from the city of Pe¬ 
shawar to other areas of 
the countiy. Some of the 
minibuses were blackened 
and destroyed. There were 
32 wounded, including 
women and children, offi¬ 
cials said. 

In the chaos, Khan ini¬ 
tially thought his other son 
had been killed, but he 


turned up at home later. 

“What have my sons 
done wrong,” said the 45- 
year-old shopkeeper, beat¬ 
ing his face with his hands. 

Violence has dropped off 
in Peshawar and some oth¬ 
er areas of Pakistan over 
the past year following of¬ 
fensives against the Pak¬ 
istani Taliban in the 
northwest. But bombings 
and shootings still occur 
with regularity, especially 
in the border regions, and 
no one is predicting victoiy 
against the militants. 

No group claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the blast. 
The dead included two chil¬ 
dren, including Khan’s son. 

Peshawar is located 
close to the Afghan border, 
the main sanctuary for Pak¬ 
istani Taliban fighters at 
war with the government.

Medics stitch wounds with 
thread used for clothing.

Hillary Rodham Clinton — 
made final touches to an ex¬ 
pected demand for Assad to 
call a cease-fire within days 
to permit emergency ship¬ 
ments of food and medi¬ 
cine.

Dozens killed 
in brazen city 
attacks in Iraq 

Bombs and deadly 
shootings relentlessly 
pounded Iraqis on 
Thursday, killing at least 55 
people and wounding more 
than 225 in a widespread 
wave of violence the 
government called a “fran¬ 
tic attempt” by insurgents 
to prove the countiy will 
never be stable. 

Cars burned, school 
desks were bloodied, band¬ 
aged victims lay in 
hospitals and pools of 
blood were left with the 
wounded on floors of 
bombed businesses after 
the daylong series of 
attacks in 12 cities across 
Iraq. 

The assault showed how 
vulnerable the countiy re¬ 
mains two months after 
the American military 
withdrew from the countiy 
and put the onus for 
protecting the public solely 
in the hands of Iraqi forces. 

No group immediately 
claimed responsibility for 
the latest attacks, but car 
bombs are a hallmark of al- 
Qaida. The Iraqi Interior 
Ministry blamed al-Qaida 
insurgents for the vio¬ 
lence.

Obama 
apologizes 
for Qur’an 
burning 

President Barack Obama 
apologized Thursday for 
the burning of copies of 
the Muslim holy book at 
a U.S. military base this 
week, as violent protests 
raging nationwide led a 
man dressed in an 
Afghan army uniform to 


kill two U.S. troops. 

The Afghans’ furious 
response to the Qur’an 
burning — three days of 
riots in several cities — 
reflected the anger at 
what they perceive as for¬ 
eign forces’ disrespect for 
Afghan laws and culture.

A new claim has surfaced 
that the Mormon church 
has posthumously baptized 
a Holocaust victim, this 
time Anne Frank. 

The allegations come 
just a week after The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints apologized 
when it was brought to 
light that the parents of 
Holocaust survivor and Jew¬ 
ish rights advocate Simon 
Wiesenthal were posthu¬ 
mously baptized by church 


members in Arizona and 
Utah in late January. 

Researcher Helen Rad- 
lcey, a former Mormon who 
revealed the Wiesenthal 
baptisms, said this week 
she found Frank’s name in 
proxy baptism records dat¬ 
ed Feb. 18, showing the rit¬ 
ual was performed in the 
Santo Domingo Temple in 
the Dominican Republic. 

“The Church keeps its 
word and is absolutely firm 
in its commitment to not 


accept the names of Holo¬ 
caust victims for proxy bap¬ 
tism,” the Salt Lake 
City-based church said in an 
apology. 

Larry Bair, the president 
of the Mormon temple of 
Santo Domingo, said Thurs¬ 
day he had looked into the 
reports but was unable to 
verify that Frank had been 
baptized. 

If it did occur, Bair told 
the AP, “it was a mistake.”

Court 
halts iPad 
proceeding 

Lawyers say a Shanghai 
court has suspended 
proceedings in a lawsuit by 
a Chinese electronics mak¬ 
er against Apple Inc. over 
use of the iPad trademark 
in China. 

The Guangdong High Court 
is due to hear an appeal by 
Apple on Feb. 29 against a 
lower-court decision that 
favoured Proview. Proview 
was seeking an injunction 
to stop Apple from selling 
iPads in Shanghai. The 
companies are feuding over 
whether Proview sold the 
rights to the mainland Chi¬ 
nese iPad trademark to Ap¬ 
ple in a deal in 2009.

Ottawa will take a moder¬ 
ate approach to govern¬ 
ment cost-cutting in the 
budget instead of following 
in Europe’s austerity-driven 
footsteps, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said Thursday. 

“We are not one of the 
countries, many of them in 
Europe, that have run up 
deficits for a long period of 
time, accumulated substan¬ 
tial debt and must really act 
dramatically — some of 
them in a draconian way in 
order to get their house in 
order again,” Flaherty said. 

The federal government 
grew as part of the Conser¬ 
vatives’ economic action 
plan during the global re¬ 
cession and “we will have 
to have some moderation of 
that,” he added. 

Flaherty’s comments 
seemingly run counter to 
signals that he’s preparing 
a painful, cost-slashing 
budget next month. Gov¬ 
ernment departments and 


agencies have been ordered 
to cut spending by up to 10 
per cent. Few details of the 
cuts have been made public 
and the opposition parties 
are calling on the Conserva¬ 
tives to come clean about 
their plans to curb costs. 

“You never quite know 
what their political game is. 
Possibly they’re tiying to 
get everybody all fright¬ 
ened and thinking there’ll 
be massive cuts, and then if 
they just have moderate 
cuts, everybody will 
breathe a sigh of relief,” 
said Liberal Treasury Board 
critic John McCallum. 

Flaherty dismissed the 
need for corporate tax 
hikes. He said once govern¬ 
ments get spending under 
control they don’t have to 
raise taxes. The budget is al¬ 
so expected to issue a firm 
policy direction on old-age 
security centred around 
raising the retiree collec¬ 
tion age.

The pipeline, which 
would extend an existing 


oil line that delivers crude 
to the U.S. Midwest, has be¬ 
come a major political 
flashpoint as U.S. President 
Barack Obama seeks re-elec¬ 
tion. 

Backers of the Trans- 
Canada project say it would 
create thousands of jobs 
and supplant crude im¬ 
ports. Critics worry it would 
increase dependence on 
“dirty” oilsands crude and 
cause ecological harm to 
the American heartland in 
the event of a spill. A deci¬ 
sion by the U.S. State De¬ 
partment was delayed until 
early 2013 to work out a

So 
much to like here — Alan

RC: I think the reason the 
movie works so well, aside 
from the veiy funny script, 
is that each of the charac¬ 
ters you mentioned could 
have been the focus of the 
story and it still would 
have been a good movie.

neous. Also, I loved the 
uber hippie jokes.

MB: Saturday Night Live 
had a ‘placenta helper’ 
mock commercial some 
time ago that was heavily 
censored. But you’re right

I mean, honestly, it was 
one of the most challeng¬ 
ing things that I’ve ever 
done. We had a short 
amount of time to shoot 
quite an insane movie. But 
it was like this controlled 
chaos, you know? It was a 
lot of ftm, but you hit an 
age where you’re just like, 
after one night of partying 
you just want to chill and 
watch TV. And for me it 
was like I had to keep the 
energy up for four and a 
half weeks of night shoots. 

That'll certainly take a toll 
on you. 

Oh, it did, it did. I had to 
stay in that schedule at the 
weekends as well. It was 
really quite an isolating ex¬ 
perience for me. I came 
out here [from London] to 
shoot the movie, and for 
the time being I’m still 
here. I actually came out 
here to have a meeting, 
and I thought I’d be out 
here for a couple of weeks, 
and I never went back. Can 
you believe that? I didn’t 
even have a send-off! 

So how does the movie 
match up to your own party 
experiences? 

I don’t even know if I can 
even talk about it. (laughs) 
My party experiences tend 
to be I have an amazing 
time, and then I wake up. I 
literally wake up and I’m 
still at the party and no 
one else is there. That’s 
happened to me loads of 
times, actually. And then 
you hear about what hap¬ 
pened in that time period. 
Actually, that sounds a bit 
like the Hangover, (laughs) 
It’s like people texting you 
and you’re like, “Oh s—, 


that didn’t happen, did it?” 


Was there any concern about 
pulling back on content to 
get the R rating? 

Me less than maybe the 
producers knew what we 
could and couldn’t get 
away with. And on top of 
that we’ve got this realistic 
approach to the movie, so 
we have to touch on some 
things that maybe normal¬ 
ly you wouldn’t, like the 
drug use, some of the sex. I 
just wanted to do as much 
as possible, and I felt like 
kids today have seen so 
many things. It wasn’t like 
when I was growing up — 
you had to get a VHS and 
that was the only way you 
would see some of this 
stuff. We didn’t have the 
Internet. If you wanted to 
see some boobs you had to 
maybe watch a movie that 
was rated R. I just think 
this kind of material is so 
much more accessible to 
kids right now that it prob¬ 
ably won’t seem as outra¬ 
geous to them as it does to 
someone my age. 

Yet there’s no cigarette 
smoking in the movie, from 
what I could see. 

You might actually see 
one. (laughs) No no no. I’m 
not sure if it was a con¬ 
scious thing or not, but we 
just never really wanted to 
show it. Like, there’s noth¬ 
ing really glamorous about 
it — I’m not saying that 
everything else is glam¬ 
orous, but there was no 
value in having any ciga¬ 
rettes. I don’t think any¬ 
one was missing out on 
seeing a cigarette being 
smoked in the film. There 
was too many other things 
to keep your eye on.”

‘Courage to stick with 
the plan’ in Edmonton 


O Goaltending and defensive depth yet to be solidified O ‘At no time are we 
going to be selling anything that is going to hurt our future’: Tambellini 


Having sold fans on the 
merits of a structured and 
orderly rebuild the past 
three seasons, Edmonton 
Oilers general manager 
Steve Tambellini isn’t look¬ 
ing for quick fixes between 
now and Monday’s trade 
deadline. 

While the needs of a 
29th-place team that has al¬ 
ready finished 30th in 
back-to-back seasons are 
many, Tambellini has been 
preaching short-term pain 
in the name of long-term 
gain. That isn’t about to 
change. 

Tambellini’s most press¬ 
ing matter in the next few 
days is deciding whether to 
sign forward Ales Hemsky 
to a new contract or risk 
losing him to unrestricted 
free agency July 1 if he 
doesn’t trade him. 

“A lot of years, the trade 
deadline can be a distrac¬ 
tion and it can be stress¬ 
ful,” said fifth-year centre 
Sam Gagner. “Not that it is¬ 
n’t a distraction this year, 
but it does feel a little dif¬ 
ferent. 

“You kind of expect 
changes to come, but as a 
team we kind of know 
where we stand and we 
want to continue to grow 
as a group.” 

While the Oilers faded 
quickly this season after an 
8-2-2 start, the feeling is the 
rebuild is on schedule. 

“The courage to stick 
with the plan is organiza¬ 
tion-wide,” Tambellini said
